New Secretaries Authorized 

48. ACT of DEC. 8, 1944 (Public 
Law 472, 78th Cong,, 2d Sess.). 
Authorizes the appointment of 
two additional assistant Secre- 
taries of. State “for the period 
of the emergency and not to ex- 
ceed two years following the 
cessation of hostilities.” 

49. ACT of OCT. 2, 1942 (Secs. 
8A and 9A), 56 Stat. 765, 768, 
as Amended. Authorizes the 
"Secretary of Agriculture and the 
Commodity Credit Corporation 
to use funds to support the 
prices of basic and non-basic 
agricultural commodities during 
"the two-year period beginning 
with the first day of January 
Immediately following the date 
upon which the President by 
proclamation or the Congress by 
concurrent resolution declares 
that hostilities in the present 
war have terminated.” 

50. ACT OF APRIL 12, 1945 
■(Public Law 30, 79th Cong.). 
Authorizes the Commodity Cred- 
it Corporation to dispose of cot- 
ton free from the restrictions 
prescribed in Section 381 (C) of 
the Agricultural Adjustment Act 
of 1938, as amended (7 U. S. C. 
1381 (C)). The operation of Sec- 
tion 381 (C) of the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act of 1938 is sus- 
pended until “the expiration of 
the two-year period beginning 
with the first day of January 
immediately following the date 
on which the President, by proc- 
lamation, or the Congress, by 
concurrent resolution, declares 
that hostilities in the present 
war have terminated.” 

51. INTERNAL REVENUE CODE, 
Section 780, provides for Post- 
War Excess Profits Tax Refund 
Bonds to mature on the last day 
of the second, third, fourth or 
fifth year beginning after “the 
date on which hostilities in the 
present war between the United 
States and the Governments of 
Germany, Japan and Italy cease 
as fixed by proclamation of the 
President or by concurrent reso- 
lution of the two houses of Con- 
gress, whichever date is earlier, 
or in case the hostilities be- 
tween the United States and 
such governments do not cease 
at the same time such date as 

. may he so fixed as an appro- 
priate date for the purposes of 
this section.”
